loſophy enough. already, will ever. be eager in the deſign. you 
ralk of, either with their own, or others Money ; and ſubnur it 
to your teachings : I could never find them ſo ſolicirous abour In- 

ting young Phyſicians as your ſelf Sir ; but if they were, I 
ſhould ſtill fear a publick Laboratory, as you would dire& ir, 
would rather be a publick\Peſt, than a publick Benefit ; there 
would be ſo much Oyl of Vitriol, of Sulphur, and other ſharp 
Corrofives made, and given to the Sick, as would deſiroy tcn to 
one more than Powder and Ball do's : When not one in ten but 
ſometimes may want a Door; but nor one 1n ten thouſand go's ro 
the Wars :- And theſe things would be fo much more dangerous; 
becauſe (like White-Powder) would do execution, without 
g1ving a report. Af yr I muſt tell you, I ſtill believe, that 
Acids may be the Cauſe of many Diſeates; eſpecially in the Hand 
of a ſour Hyporhetick : And Uhalies may in many caſes be very 
good Medicines : And this will go near to be my Opinion, till you 
have convinc'd me by good Reaſons, grounded on ſufficient Ex- 
periments, thar your new Hypotheſis 1s any more, than a new - 
Method of Quacking. Rs - : 
Ac. Every Man may be capable of judging, whether my Hy- 


. potheſis is true or falſe, from this eafie Merhod. Every Apothe- 


cary's Boy knows that all Acids pour'd on Syrup of Vrlets, or a 


| ſolution of it, will turn it Red, and as the Acid is ſtronger, or 


weaker, ſo will the Red colour be : So on the other hand, all - 


manifeſt A/kalzes, lixivious or Volatile will turn the Syrup Green, 


and as the 4/kajj is ſtronger, or weaker, 10 will the Green Colour 
be. WhenceT infer if the Serum of Blood did turn the Syrnp Red, 
it would be plain, that the Serum did abound with Acids ; but if 
on the other hand it turns the Syrup Green it 15 more, - or 
lefs impregned with A/kalous Particles. I poſitively affert, I 
could never find the Serum turn the Syrup mnto any colour bur 
Green, All manifeſt Alkalies thus change the Syrup to a Green, 
Ergo, If the Serum too do's ſo change 1t, 1t muſt needs abound 
with Alkalows Particles. This is an eafie way of Arguing, and 
the plaincſt Demonſtration in the World. And no one that lz- 
bours under the Gozt, or any other Diſtemper Chronical, or A- 
cute; but willbe glad to loſe two or three Ounces of Blocd, to 
miake this Experiment, on which fo much depends. Every Gen- 
tleman, may thus reafon with himſelf: My Phyfician tells me, my 
Blood abounds with Acids, and upon thar ſcore, gives me Alka- 
lies to correft them bur it he ſhould be miſtaken, and my Blood 
abound with A!kalies, his giving me A/kalies will encreafe rhe Di- 
ſtemper: Thercfore fince I have : fair an opportunity, my own

Colbatch's Enemies, being almoſt all the World of Phyficians, or 
he are to be blam'd. If my Blood abound with Acids, he ought 
ro be Kick'd our of the Common-Wealth ; if on the other hand, 
ic abounds with Alhalies; he deſerves all the Encouragement in 
che World ;, for diſcovering fo uſeful and neceſſary a Truth , and 
rhereby, expoſing himſelf to the malice and rage of 10 many. This 
Experiment is liable ro no Obje&ion, I know of; and'by it T can 
reter my ſelf to every Gentleman, 'and from Gentlemen, T ſhall 
have Juſtice, Phyſicians have endeavour'd to expoſe me, becauſe 
owning me to in the be right; would be owning their own mt- 
ſtakes: Bur by this Experiment, I have appcal'd ro more juſt Judges. 
Al. You begin to talk like a Philoſopher, and a Logician too; 
now Mr. Acid, I hope, that I ſhall have ſome Work, and that we 
ſhall leave Playing : And Tam very glad, Iam capable of judging 
of your Hypotheſts, by your own conceſfion, ſince you ſay, every 
Man is ſo : And I hope, ſome Men wilt be capable of 'judging 
of what I ſhall fay to it; tho' perhaps, every Aperhecary's + 
may nct: Fcr in- ſome places they donor teach-them tor the fi 
thing, the _—_ of colours in Syrup of Violets, by Acids and Alka- 
lies, Bur I ſhall appeal ro Phyſicians, and Gentlemen roo, 1t Men 
of Senſe. Gentlemen you know, are many of them, troubled 
with the Gout; and I remember ycu have told us, That all that 
are atfided with the Gout, are Men of Senſe ; for you never met with 
one Block-head that was troubled with it, This 1s good Logick, could 


we ſuppoſe, you had mer with all the Men troubled wnh the 


Gout. Bur I ſhall love Alkalies the better for this'trick : For if 
| all rhar aretroubled with the/ Goxf, are Men of Senſe, and all thar 


are troubled with the Gout abound with Atkalies (as you have at- | 


firm'd) it looks ſomething like an Argument that Men abounding 
with Alkalies, are Men of Senſe; and then on rhe contrary;-Men

Uiderſtanding, than infelicity in the fence.of a Gouty Paroxyſme, 
But tho” I appeal ro Gentlemen, as well as Phyficians; | ſhal not 
Itke, you io far ditzrace my Profeſſion, as to ſuppoſe, Gentlemen 


berrer judges in Phyitcal matters, than Phyſicians themſelves : 


Should I do fo, I ſhould ſhew my ſelf no wiſer, than the Barreſter 
who woutd be judg'd by his Chents, wherher he pleaded Law, or 
no. I will nor accuſe Phyſicians, as cither leſs Wiſe, or leſs 
fuſt, than Gent/emen; however Mr. Acid, or other Gentlemen 
may takeir; Bur aficrt their Education tor the generality, in all 
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reſpefts equal ro, if not exceeding Gentlemen; and if their ac- 
complſhments in Phyſical Knowledge be not greater, it is a grear 


ſhame, aud Gentlemen are unwiſe in uſing them. But ler us come 
rot fon of your Hypothefis. Alf Alkaliesturn Syrup of Vio- 
lets He Tarbox the Blood abounds with ' Alkalous particles. 


This 1s"an eafie way of argueing ; but truly your Argument is far 
from a Demonſtration; you are .out in your Logick here, and 
have nct prov'd the Point, For unleſs you could have made a 
regular Category, and haye ſaid, Whatever turns Syrup of Vio- 
lets Green, is an Alkali, But Serum of Blood turns Syrup of 
Violets Green ; therefore.it is an Atkalr, or abounds with Alþzli : 
and then have prov'd your Major : It will nor ' follow, that 
the Serum bounds: with Alkali : For tho' all Alkalies will turn 
Syrup of Violets Green; yet it watts to be' proved 
that whatſoever turns it Green, is ati Alkali, or that nothing but 
Alkali will ds fo: Which Tam ſure,_you will neycr be able ro do, 
but by denying ſome of your afferrions; as may appear before we 
lave done. But I grant, that the Blood abounds with A/kalous 
particles; 1# by abounding, you mean only thar it yields,. or con- 
tains a \great deal of 4/kali, and not that it has always too much. 
And what then Mr. Acid ? You don't deſerve all the' Encourage- 
ment in the World fer this neceffary Diſcovery ;. becauſe-truely, 
it is none of your Diſcovery ; being well known, long before you 
were born, to your Maſter Helmont, and 4 great many mere Fa- 
mous Men; yea, Idare fay, all that at preſent deferve the 
Name of Phyficians, knew it before you ever faw Blocd Diſtilld, 
cr knew it would yield a Salt, or that Serum weuld tura Syrup 
ol Violets Green. Bur you have'diſcover'd one thing indeed, in af-. 
{crting this your Diſcovery, that is your. ſelt, unacquaintcd with the 
Werld of Phyſicians, or arrogant and fooliſh in publiſkirig that, as 
your Invention, which was generally known, long before you 
knew any thing of Phyſick. And truly Fohn, you delerve to be 
Jaugh'd at and hifsd, it not kick'd out of the Company of Pliy- 
ficians, for. this Diſcovery. But to the Argunient, 'T1s true, 
the Blood abounds with. A/hali, whoever difcover'd the truth of 
ir, What then, do's it follow, that the Blood's abounding with 
Alkalies, is the Cauſe of all Diſcaſes? Noet ar. all, For, If, it 
abound with 4/balies, T ſay, it ſhould do ſo, as it naturally does 
in Ferſons moſt healthy ; and it no way follows, that the abun- 
dance of that which ought to abound; 15 re Cauſe of Diſeaſes: 
Bur the want of the due quantity of tha whiclt ought ro abound ; 
orthe abounding of that which ſhovid nor, or do's not naturally 
abound, is much more likely to be the Cauſe of a Diſcaſe. Ir 1s 
well known to thoſe Phyficians who hzye (as they oughr) been 
Eh | . _ exercts'd

exercisd in Experimental Phyloſophy, that Man's Body by a Py- 
rotechinal Examination yields a great quantity of Volatile, Alka- 
Tous Salt ; but the quantity of it is much exceeded by the other Pro- 
duds; yea, even by one of them, viz. Water, the abyndance 
of which, a Hypotheticks Brain, might as well have fanicy'd, the - 
cauſe, nor onl+; of a Dropſy ; but of all other Diſeaſes ; there being 
-more of it to be d off by Perſpiration,than of any other Mart- 
ter. Ir is beyond al doubt, that the Particles conſtiruting the 
Humane Frame, are of different Figures and Sizes, and have 
their determinate Proportions, as to quantity ; from whence a- 
riſe the different appearances of the Parts in their Natural 
and Conſtitutions ; as alſo rhe different qualities of the Ar- 
tificial Produtts from one, and another of them. Bur for a Man 
ro ſay, Thar the abounding of any one of theſe (tho' by abound- 
ing, he mean one of them is roo much in quantity) 15 the. Cauſe 
of 7 all Diſeaſes; looks fo unlike a Philoſopher, or even a Ratio- 
nal Man, that I admire any one fond of 4 Reputation, ſhould be 
guilty of ſuch a folly, as either to aſſert it, or believe it! Ir is 
evident to all Men, that in any ſort, ſtudy the Nature of Bodies, 
that a due Proportion 'of the component Parts is requiſite to the 
roper Conſtitution of a Compound Body. And if a Bedy con- 
iſted bur of rwo ſorts of Particles : For inftance, Acid and Alka- 
l2u5s (ſuppoſing them themſelves ro be ſimple Bodies) in all Rea- 
ſon, as there ought to be a certain Proportion ; the abounding of 
one, as well as of the other, would make an undue Conſtitution, 
cr Diſeaſe, But the Body of Man, confiſts not wholly of Acid 
and Alkalows Particles; 1o that one of theſe rwo muſt needs a- 
bound, ro make a Diſproportion ; but of divers others, either 
- Natural Conſticuents, or Artificial ProduQs : - And that it ſhould 
be faid, that bur. one of theſe can poſſibly abound, is withont a- 
| ny colour of Reaſon; when nor only our Focd, which encreaſes 
and maintains the bulk of our Bodies, 1s fo different, abounding 
now with one, then wich another ſort of Particles Homogeneous 
_ to thofe our Bodies confiſt of; but alſo the various Excrements ' 
to be Egeſted, may be now one, then another retaia'd, or too 
haſtily carry'd off, and fo cauſe adiſpropertion; and whar the 
proportion oughr to be between theſe divers Particles, I doubr, 
will be found a matter too hard for a better Philoſopher than 
Mr. Acid, certainly to determine. Moreover, the Bcdy of Man 
1s to be confider'd as conſiſting of ſolid and fluid Parts, contain- 
ing and contained; beſides which, there is in Man T0- "BY0Cpaov 
Impetum faciens, and as we conſider Diſeaſes, with relation to this 
rhreefold Diviſion ; the fancy of A/kalies abounding to be the cauſe 
6 all Difcaſes, will ſtill appear more groundleſs, roo ——— 
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inſafficient, In the ſolid Parts, there is co be conſider'd, their 

undue Conformation ; too little, or too great, too narrow, Or t00 
wide in proportion to one another; and ſo their unequal ftrengrh, 
their being too hard or roo ſoft, ſolid or mg with many 
unperceiy'd: Solutions of Continuity, gyc. which, divers 
Diſeaſes, on divers occaſions, may proceed; and all which, un- 
due Conformations, unequal ſtrengths or breaches, -cannox be 


ſuppos'd fo different and contrary, to proceed from the ſingle a- 


bounding of Alkalies in the Blood. Fox: inſtance, a large dif- 
proportionate Liver, ſmall Lungs, narrew;Veins, Cartilaginous 
Aorta, ſingle Kidney, inward imperceptible Breaches, are umpoſ- 


fible ro be accounted for, from the abounding of Alkali, 2. The 


Liquors or Contents of the Body may be roo thick, oy too thin; 
moved too faſt, or retarded roo much , Extravaſared, or Coagu- 
lated in ſome Veſſel or other ; of which contrary Effedts, the a- 
bounding of Alkalies onely, cannor be. always either the occa- 


ſional or formal Cauſe. 3. As to the T 3 *EVvog pL of Hippocrates, 
or Archeus of Helmont; becauſe ſome more thinking Heads, than 
Mr. Acid's ſour one,have edge it roo abſtruſe or ſubcil a Notion: |

vagant Appetites: And that nothing elſe oughr ro be underſtood, 
by thar of Man which is confider'd-as an Agent ; but his Mind 1s 
apparent from This, (which all conſiderate Metaphyficians muſt 
acknowledge as a Truth) That there is no Being we have any 
Idea of, byr Mind and Body ; the one being Ave, the other 
Paſſive : And tho' all created Minds may ſuffer, as well as do; yer 
all Body is univerſally un-aCtive, and can do nothing. Tho' this 
Notion may feem a Paradox to ſome, I ſhall ſay no more of ir 
here, than what relates to my prefent purpoſe; becauſe I may 
have occaſion to ſpeak farther of ir, if I hve to finiſh a Diſcourſe I 
have for ſome time ſpent ſome thoughts upon,0fthe Root of Diſeaſes, 
and their Cure in Humane Nature. But to return to the buſineſs in 
Hand, Ir is apparent, that the exorbitant Deſire or violent ation of 
rhe Will of Man, is that which often produces ſuch an alteration 
in his Body, as when perceiv'd becomes a Diſeaſe. For inſtance, 
theBlood is roo much retarded, or accelarated in its courſe, as 
well as the more ſubtile Liquors variouſly difordered; from 
whence proceed divers ill Effets, which cannot be thought to 
proceed from the Produdtion of too much A/þali, or retarding its 


 Tuppofed neceſſary Evacuation in a Moment, The unfatisfy'd de- 


jxe 1n itz moſt ſudden Diſappoinements, caunor be thoughr to - 
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ſo great a Chymilſt, as ro produce in' an inſtant a greater-quantiye 
of 4lhali Salt than the Body can bear, or ſo foon: ſeparate the 
Acid that ſhould attemper it ; ' but is rather to be thought, ro 
produce its Effefts in a. more ſubril way. The force of Ima- 
gination and Defire - rhe Body, is very well known, tho' the 
way of working thoſe various Effedts is liccle underſtood : Bur I 
ſhall confider it no farther here, than in relation to 4tkali, which 
is with no colour of Reaſon tobe thought either rhe Cauſe of 
thoſe Mencal Diforders; or the inſtrument of the Effedts produc'd 
thereby.

I 
ſhould undervaluc your Parts, if I ould ſuppoſe, you can't ſee 
thro” the Juggle and wake an Objc&ion, where your Dofor ſar's, 
he can fee none. For tho' 4cid greatly abound, -or be a deal too 
much ; yer the Serum will nor turn Syrup of Violets Red, - unleſs 
there were more Acid. then, Alkali. And ſuch a quantity of Acid 
(fr were polſible, in a Living Humane Bedy)...would. be a-Di- 
emper £00 great, for Either an Acid or an 4lbali-DoRorever to

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reduce. And that = may fatisfie your own Eyes, and judge 
whether Doctor Acid, or all the Phyſicians in the World, ought to 
be Kick'd out of 'the Common-wealth ; withour the trouble, and 
fometimes hazard of lofing two, or three Ounccs of your Blood. 
Txke:Syrup of Violets, and drop intoit a quantity of an Alkalous 
Spirit: and you will find it prefently turn Green, and then take an 
Acid, and drop bur a little in, and” you ſhall nor find it turn Red; 
bur drop in till. you have over-power'd the A/hali, it will turn 
Red; then drop in again of the- kali, and as foon as you have 
over-power'd the Acid, it will turn Green again. By this Expe- 
riment you-may be rationally perſwaded, there may be too much 
Acid'iti' the Blood, and ſo-enough to cauſe a Diſeaſe ; tho' the 
Bloed does not contain more Acid than Alkali; and 1o turn the 
Syrup Red. _-And thar there may nor be too much Alkali, tho' 
there is enough tp turn the Syrup Green.

Sear:of Diſeaſes Turk, they have jn a great meaſure been negletted: 
Bur' the' College abounds with Men of ſuch large Capaciries, that if 
once they-ſet-rbout the Work, I doubr not, bur they will per- 
fe@ir. BeingSkill'd"in the- Anatomy of the ſolid Parts. A Noble 
Qualificativh! Enables a'Man to-talk finely; but do's nor in the 
leaſt enable'him 'ro Cure Diſeaſes. For” it's an exadt skill in the 
Anatomy-of the- Juices, that makesa Man a gocd Phyſician. And 
T:have made irthe buſinefs of my Life, to underſtand rightly rhe 
the Juices of Humane Bodies ih their Natural and Morbid States; 
and by thiit fricaris Have been capable of doing more than other 
People ; and T tell you, -that the Blocd has never any Acidin it; 
bur-when People are ina perfedt ſtare of Health : Nay, -I tell-you, 
the Blood can't' over-abound 'with Acids, neither in a Morbid nor 
Healthy State :- For tho' manifeſt Acids, are things the Sto- 
mach :much more covets and delights in, than any thing beſides : 
When ſhe is loaded with more than the Body has occaſion for, 
ſhe wort fail of rejeing them by Vomit ; which may be experi- 
enc'd by an over large Draught of Vinegar; but altho* it care 
over-doe; yet it is very defcive in conveying a ſufficient quan- 
rity into it, thro? its 'own faulr, or the Phyſicians, © Bur the Blocd 
of Diſeaſed Perſons has more *4/kali, rhan that of the Healthy ; 
as in Fits of the Gout,it abounds with Al[kalowus Particles,more than 
in Health as'fix to four, or five and a half, or as five to four ; which 
you will find in my Book of Blood, where my Experiments are as 
clear Demonſtrations of myHypothefis,as what 15 given by the ge” |

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eſt Mathemarticians. So in the Small-Pox and in Scorbutick Perſons 
ir does appear by many Tryals, that the Blood of ſuch Perſons 
does more abound with Alkalous Particles, than that of ſound 
People, and a Sick Perſon's Serum will turn Syrup of Violets Green 
ſooner than a well Perſon's. And if Phyficians would Criricall 
Analize the Blood in all Diſtempers, I bekeve, thereby the Cauſe 
Al. Mr, Acid, you are very laviſh of your praiſes where you 
place your favour ; Iwonder the College who have ſo great a 
ſhare of them, are not ſufeired. They have made more Diſco- 


| veries in the Anatomy of the ſolid Parts, you fay, than ever was 
made before. What Diſcoveries have they made I pray you ? * 


Wherein have oy our-done others, either of the foregoing Age, 
or Foreigners of this? What improvements have they made int 

Anatomy of the ſolid Parts? You know perhaps, but you won't 
xell us: and 'tis no matter, whether ir be any rhing or nothing, 


For being skiFd in the Anatomy of the ſolid Parts is a Noble Qualt- 


fication you fay : But how do's irEnnoble a Man? Why, onely 
enables him to talk finely ; but do's not in the leaft enable him 
to Cure Diſeaſes. Ir is an exa& Skill in the Anatomy of the Juices, 
that makes a Man a good Phyſician; which Anatomy has' been 
negleted even by our College. - Whar is the inference of this ? 
Why, our College have a Noble Qualification of Talking finely ; 
bur nor in the leaſt an ability to Cure Diſeaſes. Pray you Sir, what 
are the People the better for the Colleges Ability to Talk finely ; 
if they have none to Cure Diſeaſes. No,” but they, are Men of 
large Capacities! Capable of perfefting the Anatomy of the 
Juices roo, if they would but once ſer about the Work. But 
when that will be, who knows? They underſtand Philoſophy 
enough already (tho* their Friend 7ohn ſays no) and while they 
are in that Opinion, they will hardly learn more. While they 
ehink the Anaromy of the folid Parts is enough for them ; rhey 
will never fer about the Anatomy of the Fluids by Mr. Acid's D1- 
region : And fo for ought we know, they are like to remain 
Phyſicians -in Verbo only; Fine Talkers, But Mr. Acid is the 
only Phyſician in Re, indeed, amongſt them. *Twas great Pru-

States ; by that means have been capable of doing more than o-

lege. - But you are a Particle of the College, and what you do z 
is the doing of the College... Tis well they have you, that. they 
may. not only be ſaid to do ſomething ; but 'more than (other 
People ; tho' nor in.the whole; yet 1n one part of them, wiz. 
Mr. Acid. | wen + Fohn, your crying down the Skill in the Ana- 
romy of the ſolid Parts, is but a dull way of exeufing your Ig- 
norance therein, and you do. but as Block-heads commonly do, 
cry down-32s uteleſs, -all Knowledg they themſelves have.nor; that

and the Gentlemen too, That the Skill in the Anatomy of the 
Solids, 1s 1o. far neceffary, that the Anatomy of the, Juices ſignifies 
Iixtle roa Phyfician without it. The Animal Oeconomy can never 
be well underſtood in its due Order and Detefts, by one.thar 
knows nothing of the Strufure-pf the Pares.

and-by a Pyrotechnical Analyſis, to yield ſuch, and ſuch diffexenr 
Bodies, or Sets of Particles : What am TI the wiſer, as a Phyſici- - 


. an, unleſs I know where this, chus qualify'd Liquor, is ſeparated 


and diſcharg'd? How othepwiſe, can I determine of the Uſe, 
or Detects of this Liquor ? So likewiſe as to the other. Liquors'of 
the Body: How can I:know their Motions, Secretions and Uſes, 
unlefs I knw. which way they paſs, and where ſeparated? Was 
the. Famous Harvey, or Servetus before him, nothing the better for 
being aivare of the ways of the circular Motion of the Blood, but

Light in Phyſick, much lefs.in Chirurgery. I muſt teil you, if 
you had been kill'd in; the Anaromy.: of the ſolid Parrs; you 
would-not only have talk'd. more finely; but more ru than you 
do, as we ſhall ſee in a Material inſtance before, we have done.

Man!”Of a ſhe Stomach. You once told us, That 4M Perſons have 
fome degree of Sichneſ8. Now that the Blood has never any Acid-in 
it, -bur' in a perfe& ſtare of Health. Bur I anſwer, If all Perfons 
have ſome degree of Sickneſs ;* then none are-in perfe&t Health 
and if none are in perfett Health,” according to- you, none - have 
any Acid in their 'Blood. Yet again you tell us,-'7hat Leanneſs'ss 
for want of enough Acid in the Blood, ani Fat is nothing but a concrete 
of Acid 'mnd oily Parts; and over-much Fatneſs, if it may be call'd z 
Diſccfe, * is caus'd by Acids, What 'a mifery ir 1s for a Man to 
have a Trezcherows Methory ; ſo to contradi& himſelf, It Fat be a 
concrete of Acid and Oily Parts, wherever there is Fat there is 
Acid; bur there's Fat in Perſons under many Diſeaſes : I have 0- 
pen'd a' Body, before-now, thar Dy'd of another Diſeaſe that) 
Fatnefs, that cut'two or three Inches in Fat upon the Abdomen : 
And Fatneſs in fome, © is Diſeaſe - enough; and 1f your 
PIArine were true, - nothing * could be more proper than 
Alkalies 'to Cure it. But farther Sir, ' If there. be never any 
Acid 1n the Blood; hurt in 4 State of perfe&t Health: How 
tea-2cids Eure the Diſeaſes of the Blood: Mortifie and Exyel 
the 'Inxriant Alcalous Particles, reduce the ſerum to fluidity, make 
Fhe-to3 thick; Blood thin, and the too thin Blood * thick, The 
Mrmracles of Acids!

So Leather, Bladder, Fleſh; Tendons, Skin, have their Texture 
deſtroy'd by theſe Acids, and are Rotted and turn'd into a puru- 
lent Matter; yea, the very Bones are diffolv'd by Acid Liquors : 
So far are Acids from hindering the diffolution of the Fexture of 
Animal Subſtances; much lefs will they do- the Miracle of redu- 
cing things already Putrefy'd, from Putrefa&ion, and ſo, being 
ſuch great Medicines. And as inconfiderate,, have you fheivn your

an of the Effedts of an Acid : For tho' an Acid Spirir may be Di- 
AtFd from it, there's no ſuch hear in Dreffing of Leather, as cart 
ſeparate the Acid from the Chalkey Subſtance, with which it is al- 
ready ſaturared, and made uncapable of having any operation as 
an Acid upon the Skins. But A/lum is uſed in making cf Leather, 
on the account of its Aſtringency to make the Skins more compa; 
and the 4cid before uſed, is wafh'd our, and nor left in the Lea-_ 
ther 4 a Preſeryative againſt Corruption, which every Body 
may eafily try, and ſee ſoon brought upon Leather, by even 2 
mild 4cid; 1o far is your Inference from being Rational, or grounded 
- upon Experiment, That A/halies break and deftroy Animal Sub- 
ſtances : But Acids do the Miracles of reducing them when rotred 
and ipoil'd, 7 priviatione ad habitum, or ffcm Rottenneſs to Integrity. 
And ler me ask you here Mr. Acid, if you are Mentis compos,it all Al- 
kalies break the Texture,and deſtroy the Parrs of Animal Subſtances; 
How does the Bladder, the Veins, the Veſica Fellis, &c. hold out 
forty, fifty, fixty, ſeventy Years, againſt this Corruprer in Sickneſs, 
and int Health, and come to be found ſtrong, and entire after 
Death? And how do the Bones that have no 4cid, bur abonnd with 
Alkali, remain fo firm, and entire ; when the Coffins made of Oak, 
or the mcre refinous Fir with all their 4cizs and Oyl, are rotten 
and conſum'd? But whar follaws, Thar Alkali is the onely De-, 
ſtroyer of all Bodies, and that which brings them to a Stare of 
Putrefattion, and Corruption, is fo Extravaganr, one might ſuſpe&&. * 
you delirious; but I would ask you, 1f out of your Paroxyſme, 
did you ever ſee Gold, Silyer, Stones, Sand, to which Alkali

Well but ancther miſchief of 4/kali is it excites Fermen- 
tarion in fermenrable-Liquors : I tell you *ris well it will do fo, and 
E that the Brewers know it;for we ſhould have bur badDrink withour 
Fermentation : But I know, you are no Maſter-Brewer, any more 
than a Maſter in Leather-Dreffing ; if you were, you would know, 
mag have no. Vinegar without Fermentaticn, and that no 
iquors can Ferment, but thoſe wherein are Materially both A/ka= 
liand Acid, and that all Fermentable Liqucrs, at length rurn Acid, 
Albalies again, fay you, are the cauſe of all Praternatural Heats; 
F anfiver, nor till they meet ay Acids, which may is _

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ſaid, to be the cauſe of the Heat excited between them, as the? 
Alkalies, Vinegar my be good in Infl. mmations, gc. and ſo may; 
Alkhalies, ſay 1, which I have uſed with gocd ſucceſs in rhe Brif, 
pelas. Neither are Acids the only things will quench Thirſt : Fo 
Water is the only thing Nature requires, to allay a Natur 
Thirſt, which is nothing bur the ſenſe of the Latex being deficient 
and Thirſt in Diſeaſes, is ſconer allay'd by Nitre, or fome othe 
neutral Salts, than by all your Acids.

fi ; he ſubjoins that of Oyl of Sulphur not killing, bur ſeeming to 
make the Dog hungry. And this Relation, ſays he, may ſeem 
ſtrange, ro him that conſiders the grear affiniry of Oyl of Sulphur 
and Spirit of Vitriol, that they ſhould produce ſuch different Et- 
fe&ts : Bur being animated, and affiſted by.a certain Friend,I made 
the Experiment, and injefted 3j. of Oyl of Sulphur per Camp. 1 Fj 
of Water, and having made a convenient Ligature, let the Dog 
looſe; from whence he ſoon began to have'a ſhort Breath, and to , 
be troubled with Conwlſjons, efpecially of his Mouth, with a great 
deal cf Froth, which conrinu'd till he was as it were firang['d, 
and fo Dy'd in half an Hour's time, a great deal of thin red Wa- 
ter flowing our of his Mouth, when he was Dead, with a great 
deal of Froth ſwimming upon it- He gives a particular Account of

The firſt thing I begin with, 1s the Small-Pox, that faral 
Diſtemper to Three Kingdoms, and even to all Europe in that by 
the means of it,God was pleaſed to deprive us of a Princeſs whoſe

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ſufficiently Lamented. *Tis the common Prattice of Nurſes, and 


the generality of Pradtitioners, as foon as they perceive the Sym- 
proms of rhis Diſtemper, to give Gaſcoin's, Counteſs of Kent's Lapis | 


de Goa, or fome other Feſtaceous Powders, known Alkalies:- The 
one Party to drive the malignity from the Heart, in which- it's 
impoſſible for any malignity ro lodg, more than in any other Parr, 
by. reaſon theBlood movesat leaſt tentimes faſter through rhe Hearr, 
than any other Part, the Lungs excepted: For the Cavities being 
large no Stagnarion is to be feared;:bur if any where,it # in the ex- 


treme Parts, where the Blood moves ſlowly, The ſecond fort, give 


them to corre@rhe Acidity, they ſuppoſe to be in the Blood. Now 
I could never hear of any one, that by. Analizeing the Blocd in 
the Small-Pox, \ could find the leaſt footſteps of Acidity (as I be- 
fore hinted) but on the contrary, it. appears aſter many. tryals, 
That the Blood of ſuch Perſons, does more abound with 41balorus 


Particles. than that of ſound People: Son this Caſe, the giving of ; 


Alkbalies muſt be ſuperfluous, if not highly pernicious. - The 
Cauſes of the Small. Pox, with moſt other. Feavers, and acute 
Diſeaſes, I ſuppoſe to be from a quanriry of ſuch Particles, being 
ſome way or other admitted intro the Blood, which being Hetero- 
genecus, or of a quite different Texture from that of the Blood, 


and ſo not capable of being mixed with. it, cauſes a hurry- and ; 


diforder.. Now a Feaver always preceeds the | eruption: of the 
Puſtles, and when the Heterogeneous Particles are thrown our to 
the ſarface, then the Feaver ceaſes. Now - to affilt Nature in 
throwing out theſe Heterogeneous Particles, which they pretend, 
are hindred by Acids in the Blood, they give Teſtaceous Powders, 
and other Diaphoreticks, which ſeldom fail of their intention, of 
throwing our large quantities of Puſtles, more than Nature is able 
to bring to maturity,and it ſhedoes chance to Cope with them, is 
rhe only cccation of ſpailing ſo many Angelick Faces, we every 
Day obſerve. But thar 1s not all, but by Alkalies the Globnles of 
the Blood are broken; when as-the Excrementitious Serym only, 
ought to be ſeparated, according to the Rules of Nature, and nor 
rhe leaſt Drop of Blood, when in its Narural State, and its G/obules 
unbroken. But by the means of Alkalies the Globules being 
broken, areamade capable of being receiv'd mto the cutaneous 
Glands, which js the occafion of the purple Spots in the Small/-Pox, 
xnd Feavers, which neer fail of being the certain Prognoſttcators 
of Death. Bur this 15 nor all, thoſe broken Globules getting into 
the Meznders cf the Brain, hinder the motion of the Animal Spirirs 
through the Nerves, attd cauſe Deliriams, and all. thoſe fatal Diſe 
ordaxs of the Brain too frequently ſeen : Likewiie the Blood be-

Symptoms. Beſides, by their Diaphoretich quality they waſte the 
Serum that there is not ſufficient left to ſupply and bring to maru- 
rity the Puſtles, thoſe Medicines alone had thrown our :' So abour 
che gth. 11th. or 13th. Day, the Puſtles fall, and rhe Acrid Matter 
being abſorb'd into the Veins, Cauſes Secondary Feavers, of dange- 
rous Conſequence : The Small Pox requires the giving as few Me- 
dicines, as any Diſeaſe whatſoever, unleſs in extraordinary Caſes : 
Yet the Eye ofa careful Phyſician, is as convenient as in any. In- 
deed, I have heard ſome complain, ſuch a Door had ſo many 
Fees,and yet never Wrota Fill: But let me tell rhem,in many Caſes, 
eſpecially in this, the Phyſiciatt deſerves his Fees better tor nor 
Writting at all, than for ſo doing, In this Diſtemper, Acids are the 
_ things skilfully and timely given, which I-have ſeen not only by 
| wy own, bur other Great Men's Practice, to be the onely fafe, 

eftetual, and never erring Medicines. . And why ſhould we fly to 
Aads Chymically prepar'd, when Nature has provided Oranges and 
Lemons, Curonsand Limes, which anſwer our intentions? For in 
Five Hundred, ar leaſt Patients I have had, of all Qualities to do 
with in this Diſtemper, where I have been call'd in the beginning, 
I don't know, that T haye had one that has Dy'd, or been Disfi- 
gur'd : Nay, ſome that haye been brought into 11] Cirumſtances 
by Akalies, I haveretriev'd from the Jaws of Death by proper 
Acids, To allay the hurry of the Blood, and to confirm its Tex- 
ture, I give Juice of Oranges, Lemons, Limes in Barley-water, or 
Small-Beer, acidulated with Oyl of Vitriol, Vinegar, or Verjuice 
Poſlet-Drink : It the Brain be diſturb'd, andyzthe Patient Delirious, 
I find itabſolutely neceſſary, -to let Blood in good quantities, and 
uſe more mona" # Acids, which ſets all ro rights. So the method 
I take in the Cure of this Diſeaſe, being according to Nature's 
PiRares, is ſhort and eafie : Ir being in the Cure of this Diſeaſe, 
as in the accounting for the Phenomena of Nature ; they that go 
upon feweſt Principles, generally Diſcover moſt of her Secrets, 
and can give the beſt. Account of them, 

Al. The Small Pox has been Fatal to Engliſh Princes, more than 
once; tho' nor ſo much in it ſelf, as through the ill Practice of 
Tznorant, or worſe Phyſicians : But that God ſhou'd be pleas'd 
witch any Evil, be the Cauſe, or Sender of Diſeaſes, or the Taker 
away of any ſuch Good, whereby Obedience to his Laws, might _ 
be promoted ; I think, cannot be beliey'd, but by inconfide- 
rate Sinners, looking on God, as if he were like tnemſelves. If [ 
did believe, that the Sickneſs of him'that is Sick, and the Death 
of him that Dies, were tne poſitive Will of God, I think, I ſhou'd 
be wicked, as well as foolith, in endeavouring to Heal, Bur it's 
common with Phyſicians, when through their Ignorance, Care- 

| F 4 leſnes 
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leſneſs, or other fault the Patient Dies, injuriouſly to fay, God 
rook them away, and dareingly to lay their own faulrs upon their 
Maker. As for Nurſes giving Teſtaceous Powders to drive Ma- 
Tignity from the Hearr, I have nothing to ſay, towards their in- 
formation : *Tis Phyſicians buſineſs ro look to them, that they 
onely obey their Direftions, and do their proper Office : Nurſes 
know nor what Malignity is, and you need not prove to them, 
thatthere can't be Malignity in the Heart, any mcze than any where 
elſe, or ſo likely, as in the Extremities. But the Reaſon you give, 
tho' ic might ſerve Nurſes (who may believe any thing) if you 
offer it to Phyficians, viz. That the Blood moves ten times faſter 
through the Heart, than any other Part (bur the Lungs) ſhews 
your great Ignorance and inconfideratenefs, Tf you but count 
the Pulſes of your Heart and Wriſt, you will foon find your Mt- 
ſtake : And 1t the Blood ſhou'd move faſter through the Heart 
(as you fancy) than through other Parts, its Circulation could nor 
continue, the Fountain being empty'd faſter, than again ſupply'd, 
As for the uſe of thoſe Powders, you call Teſtaceous, by Phyt1- 
cians, whom you honourably place, Second to Nurſes, and 1I ſup- 
poſe, Third to your ſelf, Irhink, none of them 1o fooliſh, as to 
give them ro corre Acidity in the Blood, any otherwiſe, than by 
Atiforbing it in the Sromach, [| And Mr. Acid himſelf once told 
us, Thcit none pretend Crab's-Eyes, Pearl, Corral, &c. to be uſeful 
any farther, than to abſorb Acids in the Stomach, where we know, 
and you grant, 1t 1s ſometimes too-much,'] and ſohindring a ſup- 
ply of cid in the Veins : Where tho” you could never find any, 
I have told you the Reafon before, and how it's Demonſtrated, 
that there js an Acid jn the Blood. TI have alſo anſwer'd already, 
our Afjertion that the Blood of Perſons in the Small Pox, abounds 
mere with 4/kali, than the Blood of Sound Perſons: To which, 
I fariher add, this Obſervation, Thar I have ſeen the Sweat and 
Serum of a ſound Perſon, turn Syrup of Violets Green readily; 
when the yery Thor and Corruption in the Puſtles of the Small 
Pox, would hardly diſcolour it : On which account ir appears, 
there was not fo much &lhali, or fo little acid, as in the Sound 
Perſons. And contrary to your Accuſation of Alhalies, as pernici- 
ous : I ſay, I have never found the giving of Alhalies in this Di- 
ftemper, in the leaſt hurtful, bur very beneficial, if duly given ; 
and I have uſed Alkalies here, more than any other Medicines, 
and never had one Patient Dyc, or Deform'd, in two Seven Years 
Praftice. But if the Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, and of moſt Feavers, 
2s you 4hrm, be from Particles admitted into the Blood, which 
ere of fo Heterogeneous, or different a Texture from that of the 
Flood, as that they are not capable of mixing with it ; then it,will 
certain- 
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certainly follow, rhar rhefe Morbifich Particles in tlioſe Diſeaſes, 
are not Alhalies ; Alhealies being Homogeneal tro, mixable with, 
and requiſite in making up the Natural and ſound Texture of the 
Blood : There being no Blood from whence they may not be gor- 
ren 1n great quantity, and the G/obules, or Red part of the Blood 
yields a greater proportion of Alkali, rhan the Serum. And thus 
you have unwarily thrown down, what you had Built before. 
But here another Cramper, viz. How. any Particles that are un- 
capable of being mix'd with the Blood, iſhou'd (as you ſay) be 
admitred into ir, and flow with ir : None bur your ſharp fight can 
ſee this. As for the hurry of the Blood, or Faver, Caus'd as 
you fay, by thoſeunmixable Particles, being mix'd with it. I ſay, 
firſt ir's certain, That Blood naturally conrains, cr yields abundant- 
Iy more Alkali than Acid: Now his Alkali alone cannor be pur 
1nto a hurry, or fermentative Motion, and ſo grow too Hot, nei- 
ther will the ſmslleſt quantiry of Acid, caufe it foro do; bur more 
Acid added may produce a greater Heat; as any Body may ſee, by 
mixing Acidsand 4lkalies. Now theſe Acids ( which du ne- 

ver are a tenth to the Alkali) being ſubdued, and having loſt rheir 
Force by being coagulated with the Alhali, ſiick in the Extremi- 
ties, here and there, and cauſe little Inflammations, and ar length

ceaſes. Now to affiſt Nature in Precipitateing, and ſubduing 
theſe cids, rather than ſome unknown, unmixable Particles; the

Stumach, the chief Officine of Przternatural Acids, and alſo vola- 
tile penetrating, and Diaphoretich Alkalies to help to ſubdue them 


| already too abundant in the Blood. Which things, as you (ſhall I 


fay ingenuouſly or —— confeſs ſeldom fail of their inten- 
tion * of throwing out plenrifully the Morbifick Matter which 


: Nature is more able to bear, and bring to maturity in Puſtles in the 


Skin than to Cope with in the Blood, there detain'd through rhe 
weakneſs of Nature wanting help, or by 4cids given hindering 
the Eruption. And tho' in groſs Bodies (which you your ſelf re- 


| _ ckonhave always more Acid, having more Fat) the large quanaicy 


. thrown out to the Skin, off ſpoils thoſe Angelick Faces, you ſeem ſo 


tender of,to get the Ladies Favor; yetthe not coming forth of this 
Morbifick Matter, often makes a greatar ſpoil of the whole Bodies 
of thoſe Angels, laying their Beauty in the Duſt. Bur as few Pa- 


tients chuſe rather to Die with a ſmooth Face, than Live with a 


rough one; ſo it's the Phyſician's part, rather to take care of Life, 
than Beauty: And it had been well it had been ſo in the Cafe of 


that Princeſs, whoſe inward Form, tranſcended that of her Face; 
| | whoſe 
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whoſe fair Soul, wou'd have been Confpicuous thro' a rougher 
Skin, and no leſs uſeful ; had not her Lite been thrown out, in- 
ſtead of the Morbifick matter. As for the breaking of the Globules of 
che Blood you talk ſo much of; itis mere fancy, grounded upon no 
Experiment. The attenuation of the Blood made by Alkalies, as 
alſo by the working of the Lungs, 1s not to be thought a breaking 
of the Globules ; but rather a ſeparation of them from adhering 
rozether, whereby they are more equally mix'd with the Serum: : 


Thence alſo the Bloodzbecoines:more florid, the ſurfaces of thoſe

. Ing more Light. Nor is the Extravaſation of the Blood, ar any 


time, to be attributed to the breaking of the Globules, and making 
them ſmall enough to paſs out of the Veſſels, which at the ſame 
time ſufficiently contain the Serum, whoſe Particles are perhaps a 
Thouſand times ſmaller than the Globes, rtho' you ſhou'd tup-

tence, cirher from without, or from the rapid Motion of the Blood. 
Neither is the ſtoppaze of the Animal Spirits, from what cauſe 
ſoever, to be thought to produce Delirjums,. and ſuch like Dif- 
eaſes : Bur on the contrary, their over ſwift Motion from toofgreat 
Heat. The ſtoppage. of the Nerves, if there be any ſuch thing 


is more like to cauſe Palfies, Lethargies, Apoplexies, &&c. The Serum © 


3s not waſted roo much by Alkalies, or other Diaphoretichs, if given 
with Diſcretion; and fo adminiſter'd, they prevent the falling of the 
Puſtles, and return of the Morbifick Matter. As to the few Medi- 
cines, you ſay, the Small Pox requires, ' I readily agree that it 
requires fewer than are commonly given, and ſo do all other Dif- 
eaſes: For the giving of many Medicines, as is the Cuſtom' of 


' Preſcribers, is a Praftice wherein the Phyſician will for ever re- 


main uncertain, whether he do good, or none, or -harry, and by 
what: The Judgment, and Care of a Phyſician in this Diſeaſe, I 
agrce, is alſo neceffary, and: the Patient had better hire ſome 
Praftirioners, eſpecially fowr Doors, to do nothing, than to di- 
ſturb and hinder Nature in throwing on the Morbifick matter, by 
larze and improper Preſcriptions. As fez Acids being the onely 
fate, effeftual, and never fatling Medicines, as you ſay,- you have 
ſeen by your own, and other Great Men's Prattice: I muſt tell 
you, tho* you reckon your ſelf among Great Men, That many\Phy- 
ffctins Greater in all commendable Greatneſs,than you,or any other 
cf your great Crabb-Tree-Heads, have had better ſucceſs in a con- 
trary Opinion-and Prattice, I my ſelf can aflure you, that 4lh-alies 
are Medicines, in this diſtemper a Judicious Phyfician can hardly 
want. For as the Ebulljtion,and Expultion are not to be too much 

- | promoted, 
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promoted, or haſtily carryed on; ſo when they are too flow, they 
ought ro be excited, and haſtened , which may. well be done 
by volatile Alkalous Medicines. A-Judicious Phyſician will nor 
give Alk lies, or Acids-he knows not why, only becauſe tliey are 
© Alkahies, or  /cids, or follow always one Intention, the retard- 
ing the motion of Nature, or allaying the hurry, as you do 
Great Sir, with your Oranges and Lemons, - Crabbs and Limes, 
which tho' they ate milder, than ſome Chymical Acids; yet a 
drop or two of. Oyl of Vitriol in an 4queos Vehicle may be a 
milder: Acid than the Juice of Oranges or Lemans taken alone. 
. As for your boaſt, that in Five hundred Patients in this Diſtem- 
per of all Qualities, viz, Emperours, Kings, Dukes, Earls, Mad- 
men, Tinkers, Coblers, and heir Conſarts, gyc. ro whom you 
have. fold your Lemons, and Oranges, nor one died, or was dif- 
figured; you-may as well be believed. as the Quack, who faid in 
hs Bills, amongſt other Brags,..thar he: had been Counſellor to 
the. Counſellors. of Twenty Chriſtian Kings : When there are'nor 
fo many-in'the World. .. Nor: have you ever had a-quarter ſo ma- 
ny Pa:ients fick of this Diſtemper. And you might have told us 
of retrieving from the Belly of Death, as well as from the Jaws 
thereof, fince you. believe People expect you ſhould make them Immoy- 
#al.. But truly it's unlikely you ſhou'd do ſuch Miracles, eſpecially 
inthisDiſcaſe,when you endeavcur nothing but ro hinder rhe mori-, 
ons of Nature, orto allay the hurry,. as you call4r, which truly is 
not a method according to Natures Diftate's : ..Shorr it-1s indeed, 
and - may be a ſhort way'to the Grave, and eafie 1t'1s, for the 
Dodtor to give always the ſame things ; but often very uneafie for 
the Patient.

'An:1 
you have never yet made it appear, that the Blood of any Di- 
feaſed Perſons abounds with: Albalies,more than that of the ſoun1 
People . You have not made fufficient tryals, nor been aware 
of the difficulties of finding the true Quantities of the Produts 
of Blood, nor have you demonſtrated, That there is any thing 
Lexivious in the Blood of Scorbuticks, A Salſon more or leſs 
may be found in the Blood'of both fick and healthy Perſons, 
and probably more in the Blood of thoſe that have the Scurvey ; 


' which poſſibly a Man of hafly concluſions (as Mr. Acid fo ofc 


fhews himſelf to be) may take it for an Mkali; becauſe it will

that you never ſaw a fixed Acid in your life] but your Pana- 
 ce1doesall things, and yet if made according to your Preſcrip- 
tion is no Acid : For tho' the 7artar by Diftillation yeilds an 
Ac'd Liquor, yet the pouring it on the Caput Mortuum, and dis 
filling off but half twice the fixed 4/hali retains the Acid, and 
ſends up only a Phlegmatick Liquor, which is a very poor 
Menſiruum ; the greateft Vertue remaining behind, tho' Mr.

if my Predeceffors have been ſo notoriouſly Ignorant, as to the - 


Cau'e and Cure of conimon Diftempers, it is not. unreaſona- 
ble- to believe they have been ſo in others: Nay, they have 
been ſo. And the reaſon why People have hitherto in vain 
attempted the Cnre of the Gout, has been from their preju- 
dice againſt #cids, which only can do ſervice. What woulll not 
People give to fare their Lives, and be free from pain ? Phy- 
fitians as the Caſe ſtands can do neither with any certainty 
but by making mulgitudes of Experiments upon the Foundati- 
en [ can lay down, the caſe may be altered. If People were 
once ſatisfed, That the abounding of Alkalies is the cauſe of 
the Gout, it follows that Acids are the oniv proper things to 
corre it. That the Gout is cauſed*by Alkalies, may appear 
from the Chalky ſubſtance generated in the extreme Parts,

was an Acid. But fay you, every Body allows Vitriol the whole 
Compound to be an Acid ; and rherefore you infer, that Iron one 
- of rhe Ingredients ig,an Acid. I Anſwer, Neither is the Premiſs 
alow'd, nor your Knſequence Natural, I deny Vitridl the whole 
Compound ro be Mn Acid, it being bur a Neuter, and the A4cid in 
It never ats 25 an Acid in this form ; being abſorb'd,” ſheath'd, 
and ſpoil'd of its Acid force (the Compound being bur a Salſum) 
rill ſeparated again, which cannot be but by a Fire great enough 
to calcite an Aſſ-eyed Chymiſt's Bones. As' for. your Argument, 
Thar Steel may be' an Acid, tho' it makes an efterggfcence with 
Acids; becauſe all-Swlphurs mixed with Acids will do the like: 1 
fay, thar all but Ignorant Tjros know the contrary ; that no Sul- 
phurs opal fo call'd, viz. Brimflones will make an efferveſcence 
with Acids, or be eafily touched by them.

Bur that 11ſenich 
is an Alkali, aid produces its evil effetts as ſuch, is but yout -Fin-

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ſon rook Aſenich,, and was not preſently cured by taking Oyl, bur 
was by taking Juice of Lemons, I anſwer; . the thing to be done 
1n this caſe was, to ger the Arſenich out of the Body as ſoon as pot- 
ſible; and rill that could be done, to hinder its operation upon 
the coat of the Stomach; to both which intents Oyl was proper :

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Ac. Ir is, I ſuppoſe, allow'd by all, that Sea-Salt is an Acid : 
For which cauſe, we that ear Fleſh can't live withour it: For Fleſh 


abounding witch Alkalous Salts, wry Bis in a meaſure lock'd up by 


Sea-Salt, And People who lived before the Flood, *ris to be be- 
lieved, did not ear Fleſh, bur.liv'd upon Vegetables ; which, I 
ſuppoſe, was one great reaſon of their long Lives: If they had 
eat Fleſh as we do, I can't imagine what they would have done 
for Salr. For ſuppoſing Dr. Burnet's Hypotheſis true, which I ſee 
no reaſon to doubt of, I ſuppoſe their Rivers muſt have been void 
of Saltnefs; and for them t5 have eaten Meat withour Salr, muſt 
have prejudic'd their Healths, and ſhortned their Lives. As we 
faw in the Triſþ Wars, by eating Mear withour Salt, whole Regi- 
ments were ſwept away by Fevers and Fluxes, . Now the Antidi- 


lrvians eating Vegetables, had no need of Salt ; there being a ſuf- 


ficient quantity of Acidity in them to confirm the rexrure of their 
Blood. Farther note the efficacy of Salt-warer, to prevent the 


dreadful Symptoms of perſons bitten with mad Dogs. On: which - 


occaſion alſo, a Child at Worceſter was cur'd of a Tympanitis by be- 
ing dipt with others, alſo birten by 'a mad Dog ; who not many 
hours after ſhe was dipt, piſs'd ſevera] Quarts, and was perfeQly 
cured. And a Perſon in Herefordſhire, T am told, has cured ſeve- 
ral. by the ſame merhod. Common Salt, I allow, will excite Thirſt 
not gquatenus Acid; for Spirit of Salr will take ir off: Bur I affure 
ou, I have ſtumbled more at this thing of Common Salr's excicing 
hirſt, than any thing elſe befides, and therefore have ſpar'd no 
Coſt to find the Reaſon ; but ar laſt, after much Lahour and 
Sweat, I found there was no Salt bur had more or leſs of a damn'd 
thing call'd Bifttern mix'd with it. Now this Bittern is the moſt 
corroding fix'd Alkali in nature; and tho ir be inconfiderable in 
quantity, in reſpe& of the Acid, yer it willFfix it ſelf on the Parts 
after the Acid of the' Salt is all diſſolved, and ſo excite Thirſt. 
Ath. Tt 1s fo far from being allow'd by all, that Sea-Salt is an 


Acid, char I know none that can raſte will allow ir, except you 


Mr. Acid, who are eirher reſolved to deny your Senfes to fſerye 
your Hypatherick Fancy, or have ſo us'd your Mouth to Acids, 
you can taſte nothing elſe; as Perſons in ſome Diſtempers 
raſte every thing bitter. But ler the healrhy Country-man taſte 
it, and I vill engage he will nor fay 'tis fowr. That ic may be b 

che Fire changed 1nto' a fowr Liquor, is no better an Argumen 

rhar it 15 now ſor, than that Sugar, becauſe it may be turn'd in- 
ro Vinegar, is Vinegar; or into an Alkali, is-an Alkali already ; or 
chat an Aſs-ey'd Dottor isa wiſe man, becauſe poſſibly he may learn 
Wit. Ir 15 not true, that thoſe rhat ear Fleſh can't live withour 


Salr: for nor only divers kinds of Animals that live wholly on Fleſh - 


ear no Salt, but abundance of People in North-America, who live 
very 
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very healthy,and ſtrong;and moſtly upon Fleſh, have no Sal a-rall;, 
as Hennipen tells us 1n Is late account of thoſe Parts, and I don't 
queſtion bur we might do the ſame were we accuſtom'd to it, 
without hurting our ſelves by -1hali, Neither do we uſe Salt to 
lock up #1katt in Fleſh, which ic will not do; Sea-Salt no way 
uniting with, or retaining volatile A/talies, excepr iris firſt turn'd _ 
into on Acid Spirit; as you may eaſily ſee, either by diſtilling Salt- 
meat, Urine, or Sea-Salt, and a volatile Aſbali mix'd rogether. 


- Bur we uſe Salt ro preſerve and reliſh-our Mear, neither of which 


would be done by its Acid Spirir. Nor can the Longevity of the 
Antedilivians be aſcrib'd to their living upon Vegetables, much leſs 
from an Acid in them, when all Vegetables that are commonly ea- 
ren turn into an Alk.zlous Chyle. And if living upon Vegetables 
would ſo much conduce to long Life, why have nor ſome in our 
time, who would cat nothing elſe, lived longer, or at leaſt more 
healthy, than others? And tho you, not doubting of Burner's Hy- 
potheſis, can't imagine what they would have done for Salr before 
the Flood, yet I and others, not doubting of Moſes's Hypotheſis, 
can very well imagine, That they might have*had Salr to reliſh di- 
vers ſorts of Vegetables, as well as for other uſes, from the Sea, 
from Fountains, or from the Rock. the original of that uſeful Bo- 
dy. As for the Cure of Perſons bir by mad Dogs, by dipping; it 
cannot be well thought ro depend upon the Safene of the Wa- 
rer, much leſs on the ſuppoſed Acidity of the Salt: If it did, why 
would not the drinking Salt-water, or Spirir of Salr, or waſhing 
with them, rarher do the Cure; -gghich has not been found ef-' 
fetua). Bur the reaſon of this, is more rationally thought to lie 
in the blotting our and deſtroying, or preventing the Idea of 
Rage, by the contrary Idea of Fear impreſs'd upon the Spirits of 
rhe Perſons bir. Which is apparent from the manner of dipping, 
as 7 have had the Account from Perſons dip'd; which is till the 
Perſon has an apprehenſion or fear of being drowned : Therefore 
they dip ſome twice, ſome thrice, more or leſs, as they find them 
fearful, or courageous. On the ſame account, dipping might pro- 
voke [rine, and 1o do ſomething towards ww" ar Dropſy. And 
] believe the inducing a contrary Idea, would be a more effettual 
way of curing: other ſorts of Madneſs, than any of the common 
Methods; if Phyſicians would give themſelves to conſider of, and 
pur in praftice the ſeveral ways, and means by which ir might be 
done, I agree with you, That Salt does not excite Thirſt quatenus 
Acid ; becauſe that would be to do it quatens what it is not; ne1- 
cher does-it do it quatemss Alkali, And tho it has coſt you fo 
much Money and Sweat, to refolve this ſtumbling Queſtion, you 
muſt ſtumble, and Swear again, or remain under a Miſtake. For

Alkali in Nature, for tho' it will turn Syrup of Violets Green (as 
Allum alſo doth) more readily than Common-Salt; yet ir 1s nor 
corroding as an Alkali, as any one may Try by Taſting it, and the 
mildeſt fix'd Alkali, and they. will find a difference, much more 
berween this and the moſt Corroding ones: Nor is it a fix'd Alkal;, 
for it will rife inthe Fire, and come over good Spirit of Salt, even 
per ſe without any addition of Earth, leaving nothing behind but 
a white infipid Earth, which will not ſo much as make an Effer- 
wveſcence with Acids ; Neither will Bittern fix- it felt on the Parts at- 

xr the Salt is diffolved, for ir's difſolved much ſooner rhan Salr ir 
ſelf. Thus you ſee Sir, by a little Skill in Chymiſtry your Damn'd 
fix'd Alkali js become a Bleſſed Volatile Acid. Burt Bittern in its 
Natural Form juft Boyl'd up intoa dry Form is but a Salſurm,. not 
fermenting with Acids much more than Common-Sak will, and 
may be taken in as large a. tity as Common-Salr, produ- 
eing no more Thirſt than that "does. Bur you are ſuch a Slave to 
your Hypotheſis, that eyery- ill Effe& muſt needs be attribyred to 
an Alkali, even as far as tro make Poyſons Mortiferous merely as 
Alkalies ; as ycu have Aferted in Arſenich. And I hear, alſo you 
have the ſame Opinion in-Animal Poyſons, as that of the Viper, 
which if it bean Alkali, and therefore a Poyſon, I ſhou'd think, 
_ a far more exalted one than Arſenick , and Danurd one than Bjr- 
zern, performing its violent Effedts in far leſs quantity. What ſay 
you 1s it your Opinion ?

Has not been a more Extraordinary Cure wrought in ſo.ſhort a time. 
Now if the Poyſon of the Viper did conſiſt in a volatile Acid, as 
ſome wou'd make us believe, How is it poſſible the Symproms could 
; be taken off by giving Acids, and that in ſuch large quantities ? 
Nay, had it. been Acid, it's reaſonable ro think the Symproms would 
have been Agerayated. So in'a Relation Dr. Stubbs grves a —_

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Bicten by an Adder , was Cured by the Mixtura ſimplex a Noble 
Acid. And Lemery in his Courſe of Chymiſtry, confeſſes, Thar 
the Viper does more abound with Volatile {4 alous) Salts, than 
moſt orher Creatures ; by reaſon of the cloſeneſs of the Cutaneous 
Pores hindering Preſpiration , and that their Poyſon confifts in 
an Emiſſion of a very great quantity of Volatile-Salts at the time 
of their being enrag'd. Bur then to ſquare with rhe Vulgar Opini- 
On, he tells us, Thoſe Volatile Alkalows Salts are inſtantaneouſly 
at the time of their Emiſſion, during the time of the Viper's ſhore 
Rage, turn'd into Acids of the moſt Volatile Natare;_ which is ſuch 
Zargon, the Tranſmuration of Merals to thoſe that are irs greateſt 


_ Enemies, is a Jeſt ro it. Charas alfo gives us an Account of a Ger- 


mn Bitten at his Houſe, who after all the pother that he mrkes 
abour his Volatile Salt of Vipers, 'was Cured not withour grear 
Hazard and Trouble,by the intermixture of many other Medicines 
and thoſe even Acids, as Treacle-Water, _Citrons ;” but thoſe Acids 
could nor be ſo effefual, by reaſon of the Alkalies given him. 
Al, The Recovery of Mr. Phillipſon was not ſo ſpeedy, nor 
whar you did rowards it ſo apparently Effeftual, _ as to give you 
Juſt occaſion to Brag of ſo great a Cure: Nay, you cannor cer- 
tainly prove to your ſelf;- or others, That what you did, - did the 
Cure, and that other things did nothing towards 1t;* yea, or thar 
he would nor have been: well as ſoon, -or. ſooner without any of 
your Acids. The Patient himſe!f ſaid, He could nor tell whether 
he had any benefir by what you gave him. Bur I am fure, had 
he had ſome more proper Things, or even the Viper-Man for his 
Doftor, he might have been well ſooner than he was. . Bur let 
us ſuppoſe the beſt we can of what you did, and take what you 
borrow from Dr. Stubbs, and Charas together ; you do not make 
an Argument out-of all ſuffictenc ro-make a Conſiderate Man be- 
lieve, thar the Poyſon of Vipers conſiſts in an A/kali. Ipppoſc 
you did do the Man ſome. little good, and . Dr. Siubb's Mixtura 
ſimplex were an Acid (inch if it were that. of Paracelſs, I deny, 
being but a Salſum) and Charas's Alkalies, were not fo ſoon EffeCtual 
on the German ; but wanting Patience and larger Doſes, they gave 
ſome Acids, 1 ſay ſuppoſe that the Acids did ſome good, it will 
not follow, That the Venom of Vipers is. an Alkali. For if an 
Acid has done ſome things cowards the Cure of the Bite,. in one 
or two Caſes, you can't deny bur that ge: have done it in ma- 
ny. - For tho' in ſome Caſes 4cids were uſed, they were, not uſed 
alone, and ſo could nor. certainly demand the Credit of the Cure. _ 
But-you have many Caſes, where the Volatile Salt uſed without 
Acids Cured. Can it be ncion's Volatile A/kali Salts did the 
Cure, ifrhe Poyſon were nothing bnt a Volatile A/kali ? Or, did _ 
you ever ſee any Volatile Akaliin fo lictle (yea or inalarge) Io -

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tity, put into a Wound, and produce ſuch dire Effefts ? No, the 
Intufion of Volarile Alkali inan Hundred times the quantity into 
rhe Veins will nordo ir, or ſo much as cauſe a Diſorder. Can the 

-Poyſon of Vipers confiſt in a Volatile 4lkali, and their whole Bo- 
24 abound therewith, and yet their Fleſh be wholſome Food? No 

urely. - Can the Poyſon of Vipers confiſt in an A/kali, and yer 
be Cured by ah Alkal, 2? And that even by an outward Applica- 
tion : ASI myſelf have ſeen in the following Experiments I tome 
Years ago hs Affiiſtant in the making of, ar the Honourable 
Mr. Boyle's, which were made upon Pullers and Pigeons, - thus, 

We pluck'd the Feathers off the Breaſt of cne of them, and ta- 
king a Viper when he was enrag'd, we cauſed him to Bite; letting 
the Fowl go, he Dy'd in three or tour Hours. Then we took ano- 
her and caus'd him to be Bitten in. like manner, by an en- 
raged Viper, and apply'd the Viper-Stone to rhe Wound, which 
not only prevented Dearth, bur all rhe dire Sypmroms the other 
Fowl Dyd with; which Stone being taken oft after ſome time, 
the Wound was. Healed by ordinary means. Now this Stone is 
an Arid-Body, making an Efferveſcence with Acids, which could 
not have ſuch great Effedts in the Biting of Vipers, if the Poyſon 
were an Alkali, and to bedeſtroy'd by an Acid. Bur tho' the Poy- 
ſon of the Viper can't Rationally be thought to be an Alhalr; yer 

neither do I think this Poyſon conſiſts in an Acid. Thoſe Perſons 
thar have venturcd to Taſte the Liquor in the Viper's Gums, \tell 
us nothing of any Acidity, or Alkalous Taſte, nor give us any Ex- 
periments to confirm their Opinion of its being an Acid. Nor do 
we ſee ſuch Mortal Effets of fo ſmall quantiries of either Acid, or 

Alkali in Wounds, But this Poyſon doubtleſs does conſiſt in ſome- 

thing more ſubriltthan any of theſe manifeſt Quaſities.The Ingenious 

Zemery, I confeſs, is of the Opinion thar the Poyſon, of the Viper 

15 an Acid ;. but he (nor n6 Mortal 'I believe) has any ſach Jargon 

as you fallly accuſe him of, who is a Man capable of Teaching you 

Pharmacy this Seven Years yet. To ſhew how groſly you have a- 

buſed him, I will recite his Words in this matter : I conceive, ſays 

he, what they call the Venom of Vipers, conſiſts only in the abun- 
dance Of Acid Volatile Salts, which the Animal throws out when it 


- Bires, and theſe Salts paſſing into the Veins and Arteries, coagu- 


late the Blood and hinder its Circulation, and the courſe of the 
Animal Spirits, even as it. happens when an Acid Liquor'is Syring'd 
- Into a Vein, which may be ſufficient ro explicate all che Accidents 
which happen upon the Bireing. And-afterwards faies he, The 
difference berween the Effedts of an Acid Liquor ſyring'd into the 
Veins, and thoſe of the Venom of Vipers is rhis, an Acid Liquor 
being immediaiely infus'd into a large Veſſel fixes all rhe'Blood of 

' A ſudden, and cauſes ſtrong Convlſrons, which axe follow'd on 
| ha | hg: WE Wit 
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with Death > Whereas. the Acid Salts that flow from the Viper 
when he Bites, do nor Work ſo quickly; their Acidity being prc- 
bably nor ſo ſtrong as that of an Acid Liquor, and have long pa- 
flage into the Maſs of Blood ; And there's one Circumſtance, adds 
| he, which makes my Application ſtill more probable, Thar the 
| beſt Remedics uſed for ſuch as are Wounded by Vipers, are thoſe 
that deſtroy Acids, and diffolye.the Coagularion of the Blood, as 
Volatile Alhali-Salts drawn from Animals.', Bur to underſtand this 
more fully, continues. he, it's fir to conſider ſeyeral things, Firſt, 
Vipers are more filld with Volatile. Salts than other Animals, and 
ſo nor think ir ſtrange rhar they rhrow out much of ic in their 
wrath. Secondly, Tho' theſe Salts turn A/kalies by Diſtillation, 
they are Acids in their own Nature, before the Fire works upon 
| them, as I have ſaid when I ſpoke of che Principles. © Thirdly, Vi- 
, . pers are covered with a cloſe compatt Skin; fo that the Salts they 
contain do Circulate and Subtilize much berter, and do Eyaporate 
leſs than other Animals. Fourrhly, The ſhape of the Viper being 
long, ſtraighr, and round, ke a ſmall Gun, . the Salts they throw 
out 1n the Biting are driven with much more violence, than if they 
| camefrom a more open place. Fifthly, The two long Teeth of 
the Viper being ſtraight and ſharp, make deep Wounds, but which 
ſhut up fo quickly, the Acid-Salts which enter, have no paſſage to 
{ comegut. But ir: may be. Objetted farther, ſaies he, It the Venom 
of Vipers proceed from their Volatile Salts, then the Salt of Vi- 
pers ſhow'd increaſe, rather than Cure the Malady., . Anſwer, Vo- 
latile Salts which flow from Living Vipers, and enter. che Fleſh by 
rhe Bite, are very different from thoſe drawn by the Fire from 
Dead ones, which are taken at the Mourh, the firſt are Naturally 
pointed, Acid, and Coaglaring; the others have been blunged by 
the Fire, and rendred Poreous, are Alkalies, very Rarifying, or 
Diffolving, ſoare qualifyed ro break and deſtroy the firit, Second- 
ly, The Volarile Salc of Vipers taken at the Mouth, has another 
determination then. that which enters .the Fleſh, and fo produces 
different Effe&; not being forc'd in irs Motion, ſpreadsevery where, 
and diffolves the Coagulum the other had made: in the Blood. Thus 
much I have Tranſcribed, nor for the fake of Lemery's Opinion, 
| ſeeing no ground to believethe Viper abounds with Acid: Salts, bur 
our of love to Juſtice, that it may be ſeen how the Abuſer of all 
his Betters, has abuſed this Author in particular.

Ac. There's nothing bur Truth contain'd in. my Noun Fea 
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Cbirurgicum, and it's Built upona pair of Medicines, the one Inter- 
nal, the other - External,” which I did nor think fir to make pub- ' 
lick. Bur here lies my Misfortune common to allthoſe who make 
new-Diſcoverics; a great many believe the Truth of what I ſaid, 
thar my Medicines will perform what I promiſed ; but amongſt 
thoſe who believe matter of Fat, many ſay, This Man was nor 
the Author, others, that they have the ſame Medicines, I very 
well-know it's the Nature of moſt Men norto allow any Perſon the 
Honour of his own Ditcoverics. But my Medicines are entirely 
New, and will ftand the ſevereſt Teſt, and Tam cerrain my Me- 
dicines will Cure any Wounds, whether 1n the Fleſh, or 1n the 
Cavity of the Body : Where as dangerous Wounds were ever Cured 
by former Applications, and that with much greater ſpeed and 
fafety to the Patient; ſmce they prevent Feavers, and Mortificati- 
ons: My Medicines it timely uted, Cure all forts. of Wounds 
without: Suppuration, - but where Suppurarion is begun, are the 
beſt Digeſtives now known. Bur all Probes and Tents, all Dige- 
ſtive and Suppurating Medicines, all Cauteries atid ſtraight Liga- 
rures are Injurious ard Procraſtinate the Cure. To ſhew wherein 
lies the unreaſombleneſs of common Methods of Chirargeons in the 
Cure of Wounds, wherein they hinder and -oppreſs Nature in her 
regular Operations, let a Wound be made where ic will, and how, 
whether by Cutting, or Contufion, it matters not, the Nutxiriovs 
juice is brought immediately to_the extremities of the wounded 
Veſſels.

And a Late Learned Author ina Trea- 
nile of Intermicting Feavers, the only RationalPiece in my Opinion 
tliatever was Writ upon that ſubjeR, plainly makes ir appear, That 
The Sear of 4gues 18 1h the' Cortex of the Brain, from whence ar 
cer Periods of time, the Matter is thrown off by the Nerves to 
all the” Parts of the Bodywgghich cauſes the coldneſs; this Matter 
Blood by the Capillary Veins being He-

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terogeneous to 1t, puts it 1nto a violent motion, which ceaſes 
nor till the matter 1s thrown off by the Pores. Now after the Chi- 
rurgeons have generated Matter (tho many times inſtead thereof 
they cauſe Mortifications) 'they then uſe. mundifying Medicines, 
and when Narure is oppreſſed, leaye her to do her own work. This 
is their praftice in'External Wounds, bur whart is to be expetted 
where the Lungs, Liver, Guts, gc. are wounded ? Here they own 
their Medicines inſufficient, and if any ſo wounded chance to re- 
cover they count it almoſt-miraculous. - Bur I leave it to every 
Man's judgment' which method is beſt-ro be confided in, either 
that where ſcarce 'one in ten miſcarieth as in mine, or where 
nor one in ten recovers as in the Common Merhod: of Chirur- 
geons : Fefides there remains anorher thing, that is when any large 
Blood-Yeſſel is wounded how to ſtop rhe Flux of the Blood 
which they can't do withour aual, or potential Cauteries, whoſe 
inconveniences every body knows; and {tri bandage ofren caufing 
Morrifications.”

Al. Hold Mr. Acid, 1-t your Experiments alone now, you

The one 
being nothing but Spirit of Romanior Dantzick Vitriol Twelve 
Parts mix'd with Spirit of Wine Eight Parts : And the other 
nothing but Roman Vitriol Calcin'd to Whitenels, which you 
Colovr'd with a little Dragon's Blood : And we know how you 
come by theſe Secrets: Theſe are the great Meiicines you 
would'ſo fain fteal theHonaur.of being thought the I.;venter of! 
Theſe are your fire-new Medicines! The'Birth of the Moun- 
tains! And leaft you ſhou'd deny this- (being given ta the fa- 
culty) any one thar underftands any thing of Chymiſtty, may 
know your Tin&ure (as you call it) if not by Sight and Tafte, 
by bare Diftillation. And as for your Powder, let them Diflolve 
it in Water, - the Dragon's-Blood (if you ftill Colour it) will 
not Diſſolve, but maybe ſeparated, 'and put upon a: hot Plate, 
is known by the Smell : Let them- put ſome Urinous Spirit to 
the Powder, it will preſently difcover the Copper by its Blew 
Colour, and every Body knows by the Taſte,/that it's a Vi#riol. 
And now let People judg, whether: a little Roman Vitrio! be ſo

This is 
like Acids making Thick, Thin, Purging, Vomiting, Binding, 
Looſening, and every thing ; becauſe it is Acid, and you are in 
love with it. Roman Vitriof Digeſts, 'yet hinders Digeftion; but 
only while a Secret in Mr, 4cid's Hand, if you can believe him, 
All Probes and Tents, all Digeſtive and Suppurating Medicines, 
all Cauteries and ftraight 'Ligatures, are Injurious and Procra- 
ftinate the Cure ; Yet Mr. 4cid's Digeftive'does not; But'I. 
Anſwer, Your Digeſtion-hindering Digeftive as wellas others, 
and the reft of the Things you cry out againft, may be Injuri. 
qus and Prorraftinate Cure, -where Fools or Knaves a inftead 
of Chirurgions: But in the Hands of Experiticed Artiſts, 
all theſe are necefſary ſometimes ; but when, and: where, you 
are not a capable Judge, Let a Wound *be made' where, and 
| how it matters not, ſay you.. Here you ſhew your 'IÞ- 
Znorance, for Chirurgeons to Laugh at : * They: well ktow the 
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Wa % S/Alace and manner of the Wound, *mifch alters the" Indications bf 
© That all the Medicines made-uſe of in the common'Me- 
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thods of Chirurgery, : relax the Fibers, and turn the Nutri. 
tious Juice into; Corruption, is a falſe Aſſertion, by a Perſon 
Ignorant of the Materia Medici, All the Chirurgeons' that T 
ever was acquainted. with, were not ignorant of more kindly 
Afﬀringents, and better Balſamicks than Roman Vitriol, ' Anq 
before ever Mr. Acid was heard of, I my felf havye"healed 
Wounds, and that in the, Joynts, without Pain, Soreneſs or 
Corruption, by Medicines that might be taken inwardly jn 
conſiderable Doſes.

That a Feaver is 
Nixus Nature. to throw off its enemy might perhaps be believed 
as a great fancy of Great Men, if they .could tell us who Na- 
ture is. The Late Learned Author of the Treatiſe of Intermit- 
ting Feavers, if what you ſay be true, ſeems to be a Man of 
great Brain,, and the Seat of Ages by him diſcover'd, a Witty 
Invention: I wiſh you had named him, thatT might have ſeen 
alſÞ what he makes the matter of theſe Feavers. I fancy they 
muſt be.

Chirurgeon who deſerves the' Name, can ftop Blootf' in anti 
caſes. without any. Medicines at all. Thatyour Medicines are as 
agreeing to the Nature of Human Bodies, ahdthe jaice by which 
they are nouriſhed as Copper is to Fleſh, and Oyl. of Vitrio! to 
Blood ;, I readily grant, but that they are indeed friendly, your 
Praftice has not proved, we have only your bare 'Af=rtions, - 
ask the Marqueſs of - Carmarthen'elſe, - That your Vitriol never -
